Scott Plotkin attended his last 
meeting as legislative advocate for 
the Student Presidents Association 
this week The SPA held a party in his 
honor, and Chancellor Glenn Dumke 
recognized Plotkin's service to the 
State university system 

“In my tenure as lobbyist for this 
association | have known over 80 
student - body presidents and | can 
honesty say that the overwhelming 


Majority are my friends,” Plotkin 
remarked 
The SPA, meeting in the 


chancellor's office in Long Beach, 
March 26-28. was addressed by 
Chancellor Dumke, Board of Trustee 
members, university presidents, and 
faculty leaders 

Dumke committed himself to help- 
ing the SPA on two issues of vital 
concern to students: South African 
investments and student service fee 
advisory committees 

“The Board of Trustees has no 
direct contro! of any monies invested 
in South Africa. However, if you write 
up a resolution admonishing aux- 
iliary organizations to issue social 
responsicility resolutions, | will bring 
it in front of the Trustees,” Dumke 
promised 

Qumke also promised to advise the 
university presidents to review their 
decision to oppose the creation of 
student service fee advisory com- 
mittees. The SPA is interested in es- 
tablishing these review committees 
because of a lack of student 
knowledge about where their money 
is being spent 

Dumke also repeated his op- 
position to collective bargaining in 
post - secondary education, but ad- 
mitted that legislation mandating 
such a system was probably 
inevitable 

Warren Kessler, president of the 
United Professors of California spoke 
to the SPA about the advantages to 
students of collective barganining. 

“By improving the morale of the 
faculty, the students will get a better 
education. Better working conditions 
for faculty are also better learning 


conditions for students,” Kessler 
Claimed 
Kessler reported that current 


legislation on collective bargaining, 
Assembly Biil 1091, was probably in 
trouble, but claimed an amended ver- 
sion would have a good chance of 
passage either this year or next. The 
SPA has a neutral position on AB 
1091. 
President Robert Kennedy from

Frat suggestion draws fire 


TKE concerned with council’s limitations

Trouble over a unified rush system proposal could be 
brewing between TKE and the Interfraternity Council 

Unification of all fraternity rushes at CSUS is being op- 
posed by TKE. Though not firm at this time, the new rush 
Suggested by Sigma Phi Epsilon, contains a number of 
new proposals. The IFC would set up only one table on the 
Quad to represent ail fraternities. FC would do all the 
advertising, putting out tabloids with all the rush 
schedules, and would establish beginning and an ending 
dates for the rush 

Craig Jones, president of TKE, said he and TKE are not 
Opposed to IFC getting involved in rush. “The problem.” 
Jones said, “is that we think the IFC should add onto what 
other frats are doing individually and not try to take over 
everything.” He said TKE is willing to add things to the 
rush system that would help the other fraternities. “TKE is 
just plain not willing to restrict the things that we are 
doing, because we are doing them successfully. To res- 
trict publicity to the rush period, and tolimitthe number of 


pledges would be counter - productive ” 

Walt Connolly, president of the IFC, said the proposal is 
negotiable and extremely flexible “Unfortunately 
nolly said, “it's almost to the point where it is us against 
them, which was not the purpose of the proposal’ The 
Purpose of the proposal, he explained, was to help the 
fraternities and get them together “Not,” he said, “to 
separate and divide 

Connolly said the proposal was not suggested because 
TKE has had more success lately in pledging new 
members. “it’s not an original idea of CSUS," he said “it's 
been sweeping thenation Other local iFCs have been us- 
ing the idea for the past couple of years.’ 

The IFC, Connolly said, is trying to get away trom the 
very restrictive Panhelienic system which governs the 
sororities. The proposa! was suggested to try to attract 
more liberal - minded persons to the Greek system, he 
said 

We don't want to alienate TKE, Connolly said “This is 
something that is negotiabie, we just have to change ittoa 
way we think it will work for evervbody.”

Paid leave denied 
for blackjack prof

Professor Peter Griffin has ac- 
cused the Faculty Affairs Committee 
of treating his request for difference - 
in - pay leave of absence unfairly. The 
committee denied his request to 
study the game of blackjack for what 
Griffin has termed “no substantive 
reason.” 

Griffin's purpose for the leave is “to 
prepare a definitive book on the ap- 
plication of probability theory to the

game of blackjack.” In addition, he 
also wants to “prepare a complete set 
of ‘best estimates’ for departure from 
the full deck basic strategy.” 

Attached to Griffin's application 
was an excerpt from R. A. Epstein's 
book, Theory of Gambling and Statis- 
tical Logic. 

“The preface and eight.pages are 
devoted to my findings. The book is 
virtually dedicated to me,” said Grif- 
fin. 

“I'm not a crackpot. I'm a resear- 
cher in the field. I'm preeminent in the 
field. | have people calling me from all 
over the world about my work with 
birakjack.” 

‘Algo on the application request is a 
description of the resulting benefits 
to the students and/or the university. 
Griffin wrote: “If publicity is a benefit 
to the institution, then such would ac- 
crue from the distribution of such a 
book with the name of a Sacramento

“Under the law, students are not 
permitted to participate in questions 
regarding the faculty,’ UARTP 
president Bill Bynum said. “! really 
see nop’ i with students becom- 
ing iNvOivced IN Questions about 
general policy but | think problems 
about the faculty should be left to the 
faculty.” 


However, Gibson claims that Title 
5, Section 42701 is limited to review- 
ing the personnel files of instructors, 
and students can legally participate in 
most UARTP issues 


Gibson claims that students 
should participate in issues such as 
analysis of plans for promotion and 
procedural matters pertaining to 
UARTP policy. 


“Nowhere in Title 5 or the Board of 
Trustee Regulation are students res- 
tricted from participation in these 
other areas,” Gibson wrote in the 
letter 


Despite current UARTP inter- 
pretation of the law, Bynum said he 
would be willing to accept a decision 
to allow a student voice in the 
Organization 


“The primary thrust of the univer- 
sity is the student body,” he said. “!

Editorial page of the State Hornet 


| would like to react to Ms. Beverly Becker's commentary entitled “College 
instructors, Standards and Responsibilities.” published in the State Hornet of 
March 14, 1978. Congratulations for such a daring and opportune expose. We 
need students with her guts and caliber to set the record straight 

Being an outspoken student leader and editor of various school papers 
myself during my college days, | would support some of the negative views and 
allegations made by Ms. Becker concerning her “inability to see an instructor 
during designated office hours after several attempts, unjustified instructors’ 
absenteeism, instructors’ use of outdated information for class instruction pur- 
poses, etc.,” to mention only a few. | sincerely commiserate with her plight and 
also with the hundreds or even thousands of students who might have ex- 
perienced the same frustrations in dealing with their instructors in one way or 
another 

Ail of us were once students like you. Some of us had also been victims of 
instructors’ partial treatment, ili advising, apathy, and teaching in- 
competence. Despite the odds, some of us were able to make it by “paddling 
Our Own canoe. However, it does not necessarily mean that this same “vicious 
circle” should go on unchecked. It has to be nipped in the bud before it 
becomes infectious. Nevertheless, there is no immediate cure for this fast 
spreading malady. This problem is not only true or unique to all universities 
ana colleges witnin the CSUC and UC systems, but throughou: the nation as 
well it is also a universal problem 


How, then. can we soive this annoying problem? First, let us look at the other 
side of the coin on behaif of the faculty whose inefficiency is the bone of 
contention. it appears that the “lesion” causing the problem is built into the 
CSUC system, of which CSUS is a part. A faculty member or instructor within 
this system is expected to devote at least 90 to 95 percent of his time to course 
preparation and teaching. !tis not unusuai fora member of faculty to teach four 
different courses per semester in fulfiliment of his major responsibility. Teach- 
ing the course itself is one thing, preparing and researching for the materials to 
teach is another Course preparation is time - consuming and time spent 
researching is immeasurable. Ironically, when it comes to ARTP (appointment, 
retention, tenure, and promotion) consideration, the poor, hardworking 
facu'ty member is not only largely evaluated on the basis of his teaching effec- 
tiveness but also his expected scholarly or creative achievements, con- 
tributions to the community and university. and other substantial extracur- 
ricuiar involvement. Ample publications, papers presented, conferences 
attended, research project involvement, etc. are indispensable to his ARTP 
consideration anc evaluation. Like the student, the instructor has to fight for 
his survival, too. To excel in teaching alone is not enough to justify his ex- 
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istence in an academic setting. He has to satisfy other requirements to be at par 
with his colleagues in order not to stagnate. His is an incessant quest for 
knowledge and struggle for excellence 


Presenting the positive side of the taculty here does not necessarily con- 
done inefficiency or incompetence on the part of the few faculty concerned 
However, let us make this an exception rather than the rule. At CSUS. | am 
positive that a great majority of the faculty are dedicated, competent, con- 
siderate, and devoted to their duties and responsibilities. They go out of their 
way in using their own time, energy. and resources to help the students in their 
various needs. To speak of faculty incompetence and dereliction of duties and 
responsibilities in general terms will be unfair and indefensible. However | ad- 
mire the staff writer's guts for speaking out her feelings, if only to keep the er- 
ring faculty on their toes. | may not entirely agree with all of Ms Becker's 
allegations. However, paraphrasing Voltaire, | will defend to the death her right 
and courage for writing such poignant expose

ROTC 


The 
debate has 
degenerated 


Once again, the ROTC debate flares in the pages of the Hornet (February 28, 
1978) with the publication of N. D. La Tor’s commentary. La Tor's defense of 
ROTC consisted of a personal attack and red - baiting rather than any reasoned 
argument. The attack on me was occasioned by my opinion published in the 
Hornet on February 14, 1978 That opinion was a response to Mr. Karl von den 
Steinen’s support of ROTC on the CSUS campus. The uncalled - for attack by 
La Tor has degenerated the debate and has served to obscure the issue at hand 
— ROTC 

The issue of ROTC as/ outlined it is very clear: any decision to institute such 
a program is a political decision and must be considered from that point of 
view. | still maintain that “the continued militarization of this society must be 
halted." La Tor obviously feels otherwise — in fact, his commentary is a 
straightforward defense of an authoritarian and anti - democratic military. He 
claims that no military has ever been different, nor will it ever be Both ancient 
society and more recent examples contradict this assertion. Although La Tor 
obviously does not care for the political point of view of vast portions of 
humanity. even a casual check will indicate that his so - called “police states” in 
Angola and Mozambique came to power by arming their populations, someth- 
ing the previous colonial administration of then - fascist Portugal was not in- 
clined to do. As for the military structure in those countries (as well as in Viet- 
nam), no liberation fighter could long survive the overwhelming technological 
superiority of the opposition without the support of the population. Years of 
resistance have been successful in those areas — resistance against colonial 
powers and American big business 


Confusion again exists over the German army's role in the imposition of a 
fascist state. La Tor argues that 12 years after fascism was im posed, the officer 
corps attempted to eliminate Hitler. This argument, pruported to show the 
independence of the German military, fails to mention that: 1) the German of- 
ficers were fascist themselves and supported fascism, and 2) what was being 
attempted was a coup d'etat through which the shrinking wartime gains could 
be preserved. The attempt to eliminate Hitler can in no sense be equated with 
an attempt to end fascism 


La Tor's argument that the Nazi Party itself was “anti - business" is incorrect 
on two counts. First, portions of the Nazi Party were originally anti - big 
business, being primarily composed of small businessmen. Secondly, the 
Night of the Long Knives solved that particular problem; those who were op- 
posed to big business were killed, as the “Nazi solution” became the accepted 
policy of both German industrialists and the German military 

One last point must be made, regarding the red - baiting contained in La 
Tor's commentary. Name - calling is designed to obscure. ROTC is the issue 
under debate, not whether | am “an idiot or acommunist stooge.” That kind of 
smear was appropriately discredited in the 1950s 


ROTC is a military institution that is entirely inappropriate for any academic 
community. So far, no legitimate argument has been presented that justifies 


the institution of an ROTC program at CSUS. Perhaps that is because there is

Leese, was initiated by me. | had 
suffered a broken arm in an accident 
while using the Jed Smith bike lane 
on, February 2, and finally got mad 
enough to try to get something done. 

| arranged to meet with Mr. Leese 
to discuss the problem and asked 
Messrs. Knapp and Robison to attend 
with me. The three of us surveyed the 
facility on a busy school day before 
the meeting and observed the in- 
cidents stated in the articie. Due to a 
last minute personal commitment | 
was unable to attend the meeting, but 
i know that Messrs. Knapp and 
Robison more than adequately 
conveyed my thoughts and frus- 
trations on the lane, for me and the 
numerous others who use it. 

The impression given by the article 


was that a State official had come into 
tell us to reconstruci our bike lane. 
This is not true. Mr. Knapp was there 
at my request. The letter was from the 
Capital Bicycle Commuters As- 
sociation, a group of individuals who 
see their bicycles as a viable mode of 
transportation, not as strictly a 
end activity. 

Even though the Department of 
Transportation is not telling the 
school to fix up the bike jane, the 
schooi had better fix it up anyway. 
Operating a facility that does not 
comply with State standards is not 
only dangerous, but could also have 
legal implications to the school.

State faculty member as author.” 

Griffin questions whether students 
benefit from faculty taking leave. 
“The real purpose of ieave is to 
refresh the professor, to get away 
from the absoiute madness of faculty 
government,” said Griffin. “The 
privilege to take leave is psychic in- 
come.” 

Griffin does not believe blackjack 
caused the denial. He thinks the 
deniai may have its roots in Griffin's 
opposition to faculty politics 

“| have been a thorn in the side of 
the UPC (United Professors of 
California). | once suggested the 
Faculty Senate be disbanded. it may 
simply be a vendetta | haven't been 
able to attach fact to that,” Griffin 
stated 

Griffin said the brevity of his ap- 
plication may algo have contributed 
to-his denial. His project explanation 
was two paragraphs long and his 
benefit explanation was one 
paragraph 

The Faculty Affairs Committee 
asked for clarification on both his 
project and its benefits. Griffin res- 
ponded ina half - page memorandum 
He.said the mathematics involved in 
his. project is “of interest and 
intelligible only to specialists in the 
field.” He felt the committee had no 
one who would “nave the background 
to understand my work.” 

He also elaborated on his benefits’ 
explanation in the memorandum 
“dthce I'm not gifted with the verbal 
flatulence of the social sciences, I'm 
unable to expand my _ thoughts 
beyond observing that the University 
and its students derive the greatest 
benefit from the absence of a 
Notoriously bad teacher.” 

_ Griffin denies he's a bad teacher. “| 
have not claimed to be a bad teacher 
Nowhere do | say that. | question if 
students benefit from faculty taking 
leave. it is not in the application 
whether leave is deserved.” 

Professor Bette Polkinghorn, chair 
of the Faculty Affairs Committee, 
denied Griffin's accusations 


‘No substantive reason’ 


Griffin says affairs committee acted unfair 


“The staff dealt with his ap- 
plication like every one else's. | don't 
know how he got his impressions,” 
said Polkinghorn 

Two requirements must be satis- 
fied before leave can be granted, she 
explained. The committee must 
receive acceptable proposal, and the 
leave must benefit the university and 
its students 

Some benefits described on other 


applications include preparation fora 
new course, and updating in- 
formation and teaching methods in 
current courses, cited Polkinghorn 

“We sent out about 25 requests for 
more information A_ significant 
number were returned. Eventually, 
most were approved,” Polkinghorn 
stated. “The committee failed to find 
Professor Griffin's memorandum suf- 
ficient clarification.”

The conference began witn a 
powerful live drama, Dessie, by Linda 
and Conrad Bishop from Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania. The nationally ac-

Dessie is a fictitious story about an 
abusive parent. The audience was 
allowed to enter the realistic and 
pathetic world of Dessie. The frus- 
tration she experienced in trying to 
overcome her assaults on her son 
evoked empathy from the engrossed 
audience. The Bishops gave outstan- 
ding performances in their play which 
provided the conference with an 
intensive introduction to child abuse 
Afterward, in an open discussion led 
by the Bishops, the crowd agreed that 
the drama created a helpless and 
desperate feeling in them 


Child abuse is more prevalent than 
people realize. In California, more 
than 55,000 cases of child 
maltreatment are reported annually 
And this is only the tip of the iceberg, 
since only an estimated one - fifth of 
the cases are reported 


Contrary to popular belief, child 
abuse may be emotional abuse as 
well as physicai. The California 
Department of Justice defines child 
abuse as “any act of omission or com- 
mission that endangers or impairs a 
child's physical or emotional health 
and development.” When a parent 
makes excessive verba! assaults

Compensation for Municipal and Superior Court duty is a lowly $5 a day, 
plus 15 cents per mile with free parking. The federal sum is $15. 

Tele - alert, a recent alternative to long hours spent in the jurors’ assembly 
room has been overwhelmed. People wiiling to be called for duty with one 
hour's notice are now being summoned 

Anyone summoned cannot be excused. “Didion (the Jury Commissioner) 
will not see you unless you've been dismissed from a panei,” said Jerry 

Bu! there is a positive note. “Once you've served,” she said. “you cannot be 
called back in two years.”

Jury duty ... Caught in the court system 





Paneis consist of 30-40 prospective jurors who are shifted into a courtroom 
where they are questioned by the judge, prosecutor and defense lawyer. Those 
Surviving this subtle inquisition are awarded a seat on the jury. But there are 
only 12, so the others return 

Frank Nesbit, a SMUD official, said, “All this waiting is boring.” 

He said the duty systeni has changed since eight years ago, the first time he 
served. When you arrived in the morning the panels had already been drawn. If 
you werent selected you were free to leave 

It used to be 20 - day service instead of 10, and with either Municipal or 
Superior Court (now they are combined) 

Now you are stuck hoping for “Free Day Friday.” If you aren't ona jury, 
sometimes you are let go early 

Commissioner Didion said the system has had many changes. “But the 
basic change over the years has been tele - alert it is less repressive,” he 
said. Over 20,000 fewer people have had to come downtown, and $141,000 has 
been saved annually 

But a general freight trucker for Trans Con, who did have to come down, 
wasn't too enthused. “! will lose over $1,000 for jury duty,” he said. His em- 
pioyer's words were, '! hope you can get out of it.” 

A young man, a warehouseman. expects to lose $300 a week. He got his 
shance to see the commissioner, after being rejected in the panel 

The commissioner said the people hurt most by jury duty are the financial! 

ardships. “For small businessmen and workers in the building trades jury duty

Deferments are common. Ifa businessperson isn't expendable for a certain 
period of time, he can have his civic service delayed

Defense attorney Betty Rockter, said she looks for “persons who are 
intelligent and open - minded. They also have to be receptive to our needs ” 
She tries to unveil certain qualities in a person, but admits lawyers rely on ‘gut 
feelings” in making their selections 

She said the prosecution looks for “older people who bow to authority” in 
this particular case 

Mr. Yenovkian, a deputy district attorney, said, “! look for impartial, fair - 
minded individuals. They are people also more likely to convict, and have a 
respect for authority.” 

He said the prosecution is burdened to ‘prove beyond areasonable doubt or 
a moral Certainty.” The law says the defendant is presumed innocent. until 
proven guilty. The defendant does not have to prove his case. He cannot 
therefore, be called to testify 

After each lawyer is through with first - round Guestioning, they begin to 
challenge.

Director relates experiences of deaf

Willis Mann, director of the new 
Sacramento NorCal Center on 
Jeatness, began his talk saying, “I'm 
rot used to making a presentation at 
his early hour, not because | can't get 
going, but because | thought other 
people couldn't get going. It seems 
that has changed because | see a lot 
of bright - eyed, bushy - tailed people 
all ready to go.” Mann spoke on the 
problems of deafness Wednesday in 
the Student Service Center at 8:15 
a.m. 

He began by giving a day - to - day 
experience deaf people encounter 
because of not hearing music, traffic, 
voices, or nature's sounds. “| laugh at 

he many times I've helped my wife 
acuum, and | go through the whole 
partment until | look back and see 
vat the vacuum is unplugged. But I'm 
sed to the silence now after 27 years, 
doesn't bother me.” 

Mann then concentrated on the 
‘oblems deaf students have when 
articipating in university programs. 
The most important thing is the at- 
‘udes that deaf people must face. 
nat includes prejudice, ignorance, 
nd misconceptions about deafness,” 
aid Mann. 

Because of communication 
“oblems, young people feel uneasy 


when around deaf students. “This 
doesn't have to be the case,” 
comments Mann, “if people are will- 
ing to meet each other half way, you 
can com nunicate no matter how siow 
or difficult.” 

Mann suggests the use of inter- 
preters who can solve all com- 
munication problems. They can be 
used to help deaf students feel active 
in class. 

“The only problems an interpreter 
will have are in seminar classes,” says 
Mann. Peopie in seminar classes 
rapidly talk back and forth and jump 
from subject to subject. It's so hard 
for the interpreter to keep up, and he 
can't take breaks after someone has 
spoken. The deaf person receives two 
ideas which become confusing. 

Mann says that this problem is 
resolved by asking people to speak 
siowly and raise their hands to be 
recognized. “it gives deaf students 
equal opportunity,” said Mann. 

Note - taking is hard for deat 
people because when they look down 
to write an idea they lose contact with 
the interpreter. So Mann suggests 
that another student make a clear, 
concise carbon copy. A note - taking 
seminar should be given at the begin- 
ning of the school year to make sure 
students know how to take clear and 
concise notes says Mann.

Gini. He feels that to make student 
government more efficient, elected 
students must work together to get 
problems solved, and set a new direc- 
tion for helping students.

Randee Sitton,. a Co - Op member 
for more than a year, would like tosee 
more women join the Co - Op.

Tools should no 
longer be foreign objects to them,”

We have people here who own

Robin 
son says. Some of the members use 
the garage to do everything on their 
car. Others use it only on an as 
needed basis or when acrisis occurs 

Many of the members eventually 
become self - sufficient and no ionger 
need the garage “The measure of 
success for the garage is when people 
become self - reliant. But then. they 
move on This can put us out of 
business if we stop getting new 
members,” Robinson says 

Tne garage currently is on a 
membership drive. There are 880 
members on the books, with about 
200 - 350 of those presently active To 
cut costs, the garage stopped adver- 
tising and, consequently, has not had 
anew member in six months 

The hardest part of keeping tre 
Cooperative Garage in operation, ac- 
cording to Robinson, is insuring it 
Although the garage is incorporated 
with the State of California and is 
legal, many insurance companies do 
not want to be involved with the risks 
— inexperienced people exposed to 
dangerous equipment and risking in- 
jury 

“But we've never had a compiaint 
or lawsuit on safety in four years,’ 
boasts Robinson 

Participation is a necessity to keep 
the Co - Op Garage alive The garage 
relies on energy from its members to 
volunteer not only money - making 
ideas, but monthly service in the 
general upkeep of their garage, ser- 
vice which involves answering 
phones, maintaining and painting the 
facilities, and working on committees 
to promote the Co - Op Garage For 
volunteering members earn work 
credit, which gives them a discount 
on stall and shop fees. The garage's 
long range plans include’ im- 
plementing a more organized struc- 
ture, selling parts, establishing alter- 
nate rates and offering a loan 
program 

Robinson handed me a member- 
ship form as | was leaving. He says 
many of the people who report on the 
garage decide to juin it. Who knows? 
All | can say is — it had crossed my 
mind.
